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opular Demand in Regard to the

Ters Amerioan people are eminently practical,
and this characteristic enters more or leaa into
their politios, What the great mass of the
people look at are the resuits. If these are
favorable, they care but little concerning the
theoriea involved.

Now, In regard to this great political pro-
blem of the reconstruction of the Rebel States,
{here are two practical ends which the people
have at heart—the frst 14 to reatore the Union,
g0 that each political commuunity that has ever
formed & part of the Union shall once more
fall into its appropriate place; and, secondly,
go to do this that the fewest and feeblest
causes of future rebellions and convalsions
shall remain.

The people want the Union restored be-
oauss that is the normal condition of our
politioal structure. We have no permanent
place in our system for organized politioal
oommunities exoept as equal members of the
Union. Even the territorial condition is
anomalous, and has puzzled some of our
wisest statesmen for a constitutional justifica-
tion, while the prevailing sentiment has
always been to cut short that condition at the
earliest practioable period in each successive
oase. Great Btates, numbering & population of
millions, like Pennsylvania and New York,
have repeatedly voted to admit to the Union
Territories barely possessing people enough to
entitle them to & single member of Congress,
and sometimes not even that—thus placing
the millions of these old States on an equality
with the thousands of some new one on the
floor of the Benate. This fact shows the
strong tendency which has always existed in
our country to incorporate separate communi-
tiea into Htates.

In the case of the Rebel Btates we have an
anomalous condition of things., They are
neither Btates nor Territories; they are com-
munities which onoe were States, but which
loat their organizations, their corporate exist-
enoe a8 States, in the Rebellion. They are,
however, going through a process of recon-
struction similar to that of Territories organ-
Lzing themselves into States under enabling
acts of Congress.

But the people not only desire the Rebel
communities reconstruoted into States, and
admitted into the Union; they also want this
end accomplished in such a way as will afford
the best possible goarantees of the fature
peace and stability of the Union. They desire
no fatare rebellions, They do not want to see
the powers and functions of Btate governments
again prostituted to the work of revolution.
Experience has tanght us that a State organi-
sation in the hands of the enemies of the Union
is a most dangerous weapon against the peace
of the country. The late Rebellion would have
been an utter impossibility had not the State
governments of the Sonth been so generally in
the hands of those who desired the overihrow
of the Union. And it is now plain to be seen
that our chiefest danger—the very weakest
point of our whole political structure—is
to bo found in the possibility of State revo-
lution—rebellion,not on a sporadic and popular
soale, but organized, armed, and equipped
with all the functions of a State. Rebellion
is thus furnished, at the very outset, with its
greateat need, namely, organization; and &
thoreughly organized rebellion is already far
advanced on the high road to successsful revolu-
¢ion! Comprehending the facts tanght them
by bitter and costly experience, the people of
this country are determined that the necon-
struction of the Rebel States shall proceed
upon the prerequisite of loyal organization.
If the late Rebels are admitted to power at
all, it must only be to such power as their
own numbers entitle them to, and it mrust be
balanced by the admission of at least an
equal loyal element, The trouble with
Mr, Johnson's attempted reconstruction was
that, in the first place, it was usurpatory and
unooenstitutional; and, in the second place, it
put the entire power of the reconstructed
States into the hands of the Rebels. It was
merely arming the old Rebel element anew
with the powers and resources of Btates.

The Congressional plan of reconstruction is
in full operation, Three of the Rebal commu-
nities have already voted to hold Constitu-
tional Conventions, and have elected members
to them. Their Conventions will soon be in
session, and we shall see what kind of consti-
tations they will make. The success of the
Congressional plan depends almost wholly
upon the action of these bodles, If they shall
poattern thelr constitutions after true demo-
cratio republican models; if they shall make
fealty to the Union & fundamental provision in
their constitutions; If they shall extirpate the
old Btate sovereignty heresies which have
flourished so luxuriantly in the Soutlx if {hey
ghall provide for equal laws and equal rights
for all oitizens uncontaminated by orime; in a
word, if they shall satisfy the publio demand
for both liberty and law, and shall s0 organize

thelr Btates that their admission willstrengthen
the Unlon, and weld firmer its bonds, then

The Address of the Union Republican
Congressional Exeoutive Committees.

Tun Committes has fssned a powarful address
to the people of the Histes which vota in No-
vember. It gots befors them in the true light
the danger to which a defeat of the Republi-
can party is subjeoting our nation. We have
not apace to quote from it at lenglh hers, but
the whole nddress will ba found elsowhsers in
our paper in extenso. Ono paragraph eontaina
the gist of the appeal: —

“It requires no prophet to foretell that, if the
November slections should sud In ltupu'hllonn
defeats, the threat of Andrew Johnson on tho
224 of February, 1866, nnd frequently repestod
sinee, will be fulfilled at whatever hasnard,
Enabled from oar opportuuities at the national
caplial, and from our extensive correspon-
dence with onr agents and friends In  the
Bouthern States, 1o welgh Lhe sincerily of
theso Lhreats, we declare Lo you, onr coaunlry-
men, that nothing more is reguired by Lhese
violent, revolutionary, and desperate men bat
the belief that they aresustained by the public
opinion of the conquering States to adventure
nLolther t‘uuuplrurf, and 10 demand, if necoes-
sary by foree, thelr res!oration 10 Lhe power
they wielded atso terrible a cost Lo Lhe publio
peace, What putriot will not shirlalk from con-
iribnting to such m oatastrophe? That the
American people are L-q'nal 10 noy now trial,
boweaver terriblo—that the apostate's appeal to
foree, though backed by the whole Rebel army,
would endin nis own overthrow and thalr per-
pétoal disfranchisement, may bo confldenlly
anticipated; but when, by the cordial and
unit performance of & plain and poacafal
duly at the ballot-box In November you oan
avold further bloodshed, assiat Lhe groat work
of reconstruction, and perpstunle Hepublioan
asoendancey, few words of ours should be ra
quired to srouse you to an instant apprahans
sion of your country's perili and your own
solemn obligations."

That the danger here anticipated isnot over-
estimated cannot be donbted. It i3 real, and
merits the serious consideration of the people
to whom the call is addressed. The appeal
olosges with a powerful exhortation to the
Union citizens of the North not to desert the
friends of the Union, white or black, in the
Bouth to the tender mercles of the farions,
though defeated, Rebols. From its tone,
strong and earnest, we anticipate much good.
It should be circulated broadeast through those
Btates which have not yet voted.

Clerical Returns for Courtesy.
Tus Rev. Dr. Newlon, in hiz services yester-
day morning, gave notice of an intended as-
semblage of the clergy of the Epizoopal Church
on some business, which was to take place in
our oity in the course of a week or 8o, and,
after commending the hospitality evinoced by
his congregation, urged upon them the neces-
ity of a display of extraordinary courtesy,
becanse of a false impression whioh had gone

ber of letters from olergymen from other towns
or.oities, who intended to present, he came across
geveral whioh read somewhat in this way:
““You will get me rooms at a private boarding-
honse, where my expenses will be paid, rather
than in a private family, as, from what I learn
of your citizens, I do not desire to be exposed
to their inhospitality by being entertained at
their residences.’” This is the exact substanse
of the letter, although we have not the words.
The Rev. Doctor then urged upon his people ex-
cesgive care in oconduct, and expressed sur-
prise at the existenve of 5o false an impreasion.

We do not know what was the affect on the
congregation of the reading of this letter,
but we know that the natural and, we may
say, the proper effect of it would be to lead
them to recall their courtesy, shut their doors
on all they had invited, and let the gentlemen
find rooms at private boarding-houses, at their
own expense. If this was the first time we
had heard of such a letter, we might
pass it by as exceptional, but wher-
ever there has been any general meeting of
clergy in our city we have heard of some such
correspondence. It seems to be of no account
as {o what is the denomination of the assem-
blage, we always see one or more such insult-
ing requests. It seems to us quite time that
the gentlemen who thus fastidionsly direct
that they shall not be quartered in private
families should have the matter placed
before them in its true light. They
have long enough received as a right what
can only be asked for as a favor, and
a very great favor. Whenever we have guch
a meeting as the one in view, the delegates
from abroad are slways supported during
their continuance in our city by private hos-
pitality. Nor are these demands infrequent.
Hardly & year passes without some such call
being made upon the religions part of the
community, and it i3 never made In
vain. When the courtesy is extended to gentls-
men, Who come a8 guests, act like well-bred
persons, and behave as thongh they had some
sort of appreciation of the amenities of lifs,
their presence is doubtless a pleasure. To
them no remarks which we may make apply.
They are welcome, and no obligation is con-
ferrod which they do not reciprocate by their
presence and behavior. Bat when, as it too
often happens, a hospitable family is imposed
upon, and have to entertain those who not

only do mnot appreciate their kindness,
but are vindiotive, and reward their
courtesy by traducing onr city and

askiog to be placed in private boarding-honses,
whare their expenses will be paid, we think a
sublimity of impundence is reached. Why, if
the reception given is so disagresable, do not
these churchmen go to private boarding-
houses, and paytheir own board? We do not
#68 why they shonld be exempted from the
obligation to pay for what they get, any
more than any of the rest of us, If any
other set of private individuals go as dele-
galed to & conventiom, or meeting, or any-
thing which calla for thelr presence away from
home, they de not expact to bave their bills
PAld for them; and we really do not see why &
olergyman or layman—for both expeot the
same acoommodation when they go anywhere—
cAnnot pay for themselves, We think it time
that the whole system should be broken mp.

It is better to be under
obligations to their constituents than to
strangers. And if it so happen that some
congregations are too poor to raigethe required
sum, and the psstor himsell has not the
means, then let him stay at home. It is one
of the evils of poverty, to ba regretted, but at
the same time not to be avolded.

Buch are, frankly, our views on this subject.
We think it tends to lower the dignity of the
cloth. It places many gentleman, who really
do not desire it, in & fulse and awkward posi-
tion, and while it helps some, its help applies
ouly to those who are the least deserving of
it—to men who, like the unknown wriler
quoted by Dr. Newton, throws an insult into
the faces of those from whom he is soliciting
a charity. Wae do not mean to say anything
to place real gentlemen, who accept such invi-
tations, in a false position, bul we think the
independence of the clergy would be advanced
and their dignity seoured by the total abolition
of this system of guartering them on strangers.
Woe find no parallsl for it except when the
Hessiang were billeted on our citizens during
the Revolutionary war,
